Breams and Dreamers. 


Dr. KadcIiiTe may bo quite right that 


ihere arc, and have been in all ao-es, 
dreamers of dreams, who saw in their 
dreams moro of the spiritual world than 
;hoy could havo seen in their wakin<* 
jours; that there is such a thing as a 
;ain of 
spiritual liberty when tho 


lenses are laid to sloop, instead of a 
oss. 
When St. Peter saw tho vision 


;elling him that what God had cleansed 
le was not permitted to call common— 
whoa St. Paul saw in vision the man of 
Macedonia imploring him to come over 
and help tho people of Macedonia—nay, 
when St. John heard in his vision tho 
various messages to the Soven Churches 
which he was to deliver in his Lord's 
name, no doubt the quiescence of these 
Ireamers' bodily faculties liad helped 
,o render thole spirits more open to tho 
lighor impressions which thq Divine 
Hind impressed upon them than they 
*rould havo been in active life; and so 
ar they were in a more living spiritual 
vorld with their senses quiescent than. 
'hey would havo boon with their senses 
n full activity. And no doubt, there. 
iro plenty of occasions, from time to 
time—though occasions relatively very 
rare—in every country and every no-o, 
when the same thing, in a minor sense, 
is true of moro ordinary moil;.when, as 
Dr. Carpenter, in his interesting book 
on mental physiology, shows tho light i 
of tho mind is all the clearer for the 
sleep of at least a large portion of tho 
body; when problems are solved in a 
state of somnambulism which were be- 
yond tho mind which solved thorn in its 
ordinary state. But-so surely as this is 
exceptionally true, so surely is it ordi- 
narily false. For the most part, our 
dreams are the grotesque records of 
vagrant associations, breaking away 
without meaning or reason into all sorts 
of misleading tracks, connecting us not 
with real beings, but with stray whiffs 
and sounds and glimpses of real life, 
piecing together the odds and ends, tho 
rags and tags of experience. In tho 
most capricious mannor.and introdueino- 
us neither to the spiritual world nor to 
tho material world, but to a disorderly 
chaos of confused emotions and waifs 
and strays of perception. For the most 
part it can not bo denied that the same 
man must keep his senses vigilant, in 
order that his spirit may be at its high- 
ust vigilence, too. The spiritual rcali- 
ies of life are not usually attained 
hrough any extra-natural or preternat- 
ural exercise of spirital faculties in tho 
mralysis of the bodily faculties, but 
hrough the highest energy of tho bod- 
ly faculties—a highest energy which 
they only attain when they pay duo 
>bcdienco to the control of tho spirit. 
Vo do not deny that now and again, as 
f in tho proof of tho vory partial char- 
ictcrof tho experience of our. present 
ifo, we come across. truo instances in 
which tho spirit seems not only inde- 
pendent of iho body, but to havo fuller 
ifo through that independence. But 
or the most part it is not so. Our high- 
est conscience, our highest imagination, 
our highest sympathy, our highest rea- 
son, OUT highest memory, our highest 
will and our highest faith are reached, 
not through tho abdication of our bodily 
>owers, but through their fullest nnd 
tealthiost activity. In other words, wo 
lavo not free access, in our ordinary 
sondition, to that Infinite spiritual world 
n which Dr. Radcliffe thinks that spir- 
ts wander at their easo. Wo are an* 
chorod by our bodies to given and very 
trailed portions of time and space. 
Only in these portions of time and 
space wo discern nothing truly, except 
aflder_duiLsubmisslofl to spiritual laws. 
MUTfh the full recognition 'of spiritual 
authority. When Prospero said what 
>r. Radcliffe' quotes from the "Tern- 
jest," " Wo are such stuff as dreams 
are made of, and our little life is round- 
ed with sleep," ho was not paying hu- 
man life a compliment, but rather 
smiling at its expense. Prospero ex-, 
ilaina himself by saying: 


Sir, lam vexed; 
Boar with ray weakness; my old brain Is 
troubled; 
' 
Bonotdlaturbc-l with mlno Infirmity. 


Dreams were not, in Shakespeare's 
eyes, tho types of our permanent life, 
jut tho symbols of those ineffectual and 
temporary efforts which end iii failure, 
aud which, of the grand pageant they 
promise us, leave "hot a rack behind." 
And so, though we quite agree in tho 
naln with Dr. Radclille's spiritual phi- 
osophy, we regret tho special connec- 
tion with a class of phenomena, tho 
normal character of which docs not 
;end to substantiate his view, but only 
,o illustrate one of the most important 
exceptions- in its 
validity.—London
